Democracy 
of 
Columbiana 
county In convention assembled 
de­ 
clares: 
First—That the declaration of inde­ 
pendence as written by Jefferson and 
adopted by the patriots of 1776 is the 
basis upon which 
the 
republic is 
builded and a departure from the prin­ 
ciples therein contained means the de­ 
struction of a people’s government. 
Second—That if it is right for peo­ 
ple to govern themselves it is wrong 
for our people to govern others, and 
therefore we look upon the attem pt 
to govern the people of certain islands 
as an outrageous piece 
of 
business 
and in violation of the declared prin­ 
ciples of the republic. 
Third—That the money power seeks 
to govern and control the people and 
the people’s government by concentra­ 
tion of capital; first having absolute 
control of the money of the country 
and second seeking control 
of 
all 
branches of business, Including con­ 
trol of all employes. These combina­ 
tions known as trusts mean the over 
throw of the republic and the estab 
lishment of a plutocracy. 
Fourth—That we reaffirm the Chi­ 
cago platform of 1896. together with 
the live issues that have come since 
1896 and endorse that great and good 
man, William J. Bryan, for the pres­ 
idency and to his support we pledge 
ourselves. 
Fifth—That we make the usual de­ 
mand for economy in the management 
of county affairs. We have reason to 
believe that the 
public 
money 
is 
squandered in many ways by those in 
power ,and we appeal to the taxpay­ 
ers to take a hand in the politics of 
the county and to help 
us 
enforce 
economy by voting for men pledged to 
the good work. 


FALLING OFF. 


Mahoning Farm Values Are Not What 


They Were Last 


Year. 


Farm values are falling in Mahoning 
county if the statem ent of decennial 
appraiser Kistler, of Jackson town­ 
ship, is to be taken as a forerunner of 
what the balance of the townships will 
show up when their appraisers report. 
Mr. Kistler is the first of the decennial 
appraisers to file his report in the aud! 
tor’s office. 
He was 34 days in mak­ 
ing his return of the real estate in 
his precinct. 
He found the value this 
year to be $375,500 against $407,250 
last year. 
The latter figure contains 
all the additions, new buildings, etc., 
that have been erected since 1890. 
This report is not very encouraging. 
as it shows a falling oft in land values 
alone in this one township of $31,750, 
in only one year.

RINGLING BROS.’

QUIT WORK HERE 


Thirty Employed by the Columbi­ 
ana County Company In 
This City 


OBJECTED TO CHANCE OF PAY 


So They and the Company Officials 
Amicably Decided to Part 
Company Today 


AND NEW MEN ARE SECURED. 


Thirty of the linemen 
who 
have 
been working on the construction of 
the 
Columbiana 
County 
Telephone 
company quit work this morning. This 
is the 
entire force that has been at 
work. 
The company decided to make 
a change in the manner of payment 
of this class of work beginning today. 
The men have received heretofore $50 
a month and their 
boarding. 
The 
company has decided to pay $2.50 a 
day, straight time. 
This was not sat­ 
isfactory to the men now at work on 
the line 
and they quit 
work 
this 
morning and many of them left the 
city this afternoon. 
The superintend­ 
ent of construction said it would be 
im possible to pay the men any more 
than the $2.50 a day, as that is 
the 
rate that is being paid at Youngstown 
and other places where the company 
have lines under construction. 
The 
men demanded either the old price 
or $2.75 a day, straight time. 
There 
was no ill feeling m anifested between 
the men and Mr. Pierce, the superin­ 
tendent of construction 
here. 
The 
men understand that the work here 
is far enough along that the company 
can secure men to finish the work. The 
men say they can get 
work 
at 
a 
higher price where the construction 
must he pushed rapidly. 
S. C. Thayer, 
of Salem, president of the company, 
when talked to this morning said the 
new scale would be 
more satisfac­ 
tory than the old to the men the com­ 
pany will now hire. 
The men they 
now secure will be perm anently em­ 
ployed here and will lie men with fam­ 
ilies. 
The work here will he delayed for 
probably a week or more, 
hut 
Mr. 
Pierce says the work is now in sinh 
a shape that 
this delay will not se­ 
riously affect the service of the com­ 
pany.

L ondon, .Tune I.—No one in London 
harbored the idea that the Boer capital 
is not already in the bauds of the Brit­ 
ish, or about to be, although no word 
had been received. 
The possession of 
Johannesburg, at all events, as Lord 
Roberts has telegraphed, is a fact. 
States Attorney Smuts did not depart 
with President Kruger, but remained in 
Pretoria. 
The present seat of the Boer govern­ 
ment, according to a dispatch from Lou- 
renzo Marques, dated yesterday, is Mid­ 
dleburg, but it will probably be shifted 
further east. 
The Boers lately confronting Lord 
Roberts appear to nave gone eastward 
also, toward the Lydenburg region. The 
defenders of Laing’s nek, when their 
position becomes too perilous, will prob­ 
ably trek straight northw ard toward 
Lydenburg. 
When this concentration 
takes place there will be possibly 20,000 
men, who may hold out for a tim e,with 
scattered 
bands 
of 
guerrillas else­ 
where. 
The press dispatches from th t head­ 
quarters of Lord Roberts give no esti­ 
mate as to the number of Boers who 
were fighting General French and Gen­ 
eral Ian Hamilton Monday and Tues­ 
day, but they all agree th at the Boers 
retired and that the British casualties 
were slight. 


SAY THEY’RE NOT WHIPPED. 


B oer E nvoys P oint O ut T h at G uns W ere 
Saved In R etreat. 


Boston, June I.—Messrs. 
Fischer, 
W olmarans and Wessels, the Boer en­ 
voys, were received at the city hall here 
by Mayor Hart, and subsequently called 
at the state house. 
The mayor hoped 
that the adversity sustained by the Boers 
might be for the best. 
Mr. Fischer re­ 
sponded, affirming that all he and his 
compatriots asked for was justice. 
The 
envoys did not seem greatly depressed 
by the news from Johannesburg and 
Pretoria. Chairman Fischer, whenever 
opportunity was given, did not fail to 
reiterate tin* statem ent that the w ar is 
by no means ended. 
He said that the British forces had 
not captured a single piece of artillery 
or any considerable m unitions of war 
from the Boers since their men had 
been executing their m asterly retreat. 
Said he in part: 
“ The fact that President Kruger has 
retreated to W atervalboven ami that 
this is the capital of our government 
shows that our people are still deter­ 
mined to win their independence. Our 
capital is where our president chooses 
to make it.” 
Mr. Fischer said that President K ru ­ 
ger would not surrender while there 
was a bullock cart and 16*oxen in the 
Transvaal to transport him from place 
to place.

Fourth—T hat we reaffirm the Chi­ 
cago platform of 1896. together with 
the live issues that have come since 
1896 and endorse that great and good 
man, William J. Bryan, for the pres­ 
idency and to his support we pledge 
ourselves. 
Fifth—T hat we make the usual de­ 
mand for economy In the management 
of county affairs. 
We have reason to 
believe th at the 
public 
money

squandered in many ways by those in 
power ,and we appeal to the taxpay­ 
ers to take 
a hand in the politics of 
the county and to help

economy by voting for men pledged to 
the good work.
